Help Us Build a Girls’ Ski Team!

It seems that hardly any 
thought at all is given to a girls’ ski team. How can we ever 
be expected to create a record which will do credit to a 
ski team as -good as the boys’ when seemingly no interest 
at all is taken in it. Why, we have even been refused the 
privilege of using the trampoline to work out on as we have 
in past years. Good teams such as Farmington’s almost 
always have a good coach behind them. Of course, we un- 
derstand that it would be nearly impossible for anyone 
on the present faculty to take over coaching, but the fact 
remains that no provision was made for it. Although it s 
true that we do need someone to back us up and take us 
to meets, we also need more than that. We can’t build a 
team by ourselves, no matter how much enthusiasm wci 
have. We need instruction and hard work. Help us build 
a team. 


The Responsibility of Federal Government 

Nothing is more feared in any level of American life 
than government controls. 

Indeed, any sort of federal help for improving or re- 
organizing for greater efficiency brings forth accusations 
of socialism or fascism by those still believing in the Am- 
erican ideals of the Gay Nineties or those representing a 
minority rather than the entire American society. 

Actually in a modern, complex industrial state, the 
government must be the domineering factor in the vital 
divisions of society: education, labor, agriculture, and in- 
dustry. In a nation with the size, complexities, and cross- 
currents of America, only a representation of all can com- 
prehend the necessary methods for maintaining all embrac- 
ing welfare. 

Too often are echoed the ridiculous assertions on un- 
limited competition and infinite capitalism. Ho*wever, a 
survey of Amercan history will demonstrate a larger fed- 
eral control, economically, as America progressed into a 
specialized, industrial state. 

The major turning point occurred in Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt’s terms following economic disaster brought on 
by unrestrained competition. Roosevelt s policy, establish- 
ing controls on many industrial components, evolved Am- 
erica into a position which most nations reach by revolu- 
tion or radical reform. 

And at few times has the federal government needed 
power so badly as in this age when destructive power is 
measured in megatons, and delivery time in minutes. Never 
has any nation opposed a more purposeful, better organiz- 
ed, or more ruthless power. /Sworn to military, economic, 
scientific, psychological, ideological, and educational war- 
fare, Communism is waging a timeless war against the 
West. 

To face such a determined opponent, America ought 
to be united and formidable on all fronts. Instead, there is 
a salient breached by lack of unity towards common goal. 
The dynamic, demanding force of labor, refusing to ob- 
serve the march of time or to serve any interests but its 
own short-sighted greed, the South, split by intolerance 
and prejudice, led by corrupt, dangerously ignorant dicta-
